All our colleges report a gratifying increase in endowment, 
equipment and attendance. In several sections of our Methodism, 
endowment campaigns have been waged with great vigor and suc- 
cess. We have now nine colleges which report more than $100,000.00 
endowment; five which report more than $200,000.00; and three 
which report more than $300,000.00 endowment. 

During the past year, five schools, owned hy our colored brethren 
of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Churdh, were aided to the 
extent of $14,587.00. Twelve of our own schools, situated in pioneer 
and less favored places, were aided to the extent of $9,700.00. 

The General Board enters upon the work of the new quadrennium 
v with enlarged resources and bright prospects, and under the 
direction of a new secretary, Dr. Stonewall Anderson. The last 
General Conference emphasized t)he importance of our Educational 
work by raising the annual assessment upon the Church for Educa- 
tional purposes from $50,000.00 to $95,000.00. Of this amount, the 
General Conference provided that $25,000.00 be used at the discretion 
of the Board of Education; $20,000.00 be applied to the Biblical 
Department of Vanderbilt University; the rest as heretofore. There 
is a general feeling that the Church has reached a crisis in its educa- 
tional work: “Forward” is its watchword. 



Southwestern University. 

The attendance in the College classes, for the year 1909-10, has 
been the largest in its history. The total enrollment has been 
1,045. The total receipts, from all sources, have been $134,955.00, 
an increase, over the preceding year, of $26,751.00, due very largely 
to a reorganization of the business interests of the Institution and in 
placing in charge of these affairs competent business men. Eighty- 
two thousand dollars in cash and good subscriptions was realized 
from the Ward Memorial campaign. 
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Three out of five of the Rhodes-Oxford Scholarships have been 
secured by young men from the Southwestern University. 

During the history of the Southwestern University, there have 
been 690 graduates, and 8,000 students. The Medical Department 
is in a flourishing condition, and our ministers are earnestly 
requested to look after its interests. 

We recommend that James . Kilgore, L. B. Elrod, I. F. Betts, 
R. M. Kelley, S. F. Carter, be elected members of the Board of 
Trustees, in place of those whose terms will now expire. We 
recommend that the election, by the Alumni, of Hon. R. A. John, 
be approved as a member of the Board of Trustees. 



Correspondence School. 

The Correspondence School reports another year of prosperity 
with an attendance of 1,000 students. Twenty-four hundred and 
ninety-two separate students have been enrolled during the past eight 
years. For the past two years, the school has been giving consider- 
able attention to the matter of ministerial, supply, and as a result, 
during the last year, more men have been admitted into our annual 
conferences. We commend this school to all our younger 
brethren, who are studying the Conference courses, and to others, 
wtfio desire to do systematic post-graduate reading. 



Chappel Hill Female College. 

We note, with pleasure, that this college is taking on new 
life through the efforts of the new president, Rev. W. H. Nelson. 
It has an enrollment of 7 5 young women, in all Departments, and 
eight instructors. The Conference is requested to confirm the fol- 
lowing as members of the Board of Trustees: T. A. Mercer, W. R. 
Campbell, H. C. Brandt, C. F. Smith, J. L. Russell, J. D. Campbell,

The growth of this Institution is most encouraging, under its 
present management. It has an enrollment of 175 students, a 
property worth $80,000.00 and an able body of professors. The 
location, in one of the choicest sections of Texas, insures for it a 
great future.

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The indebtedness is nearly $30,000.00 and the urg(ent need 
calls for immediate action on the part of the Conference. Under 
the head of Assessments, we shall make certain recommendations 
to meet this pressing need.

REPORT OF CHURCH EXTENSION BOARD 

The Church Extension Work is making sure and solid progress 
in every department. Our Loan Fund is gradually assuming propor- 
tions commensurate with the requirements and dignity of our Great 
Church. Last year about $40,000.00 was added to the fund. On dona- 
tions there was an increase of almost 30 per cent, for tihie quadren- 
nium over the last quadrennium. 

The Secretary of the General Board, Dr. W. F. McMurry, has 
been aggressive and wise in his administration and we commend his 
work. Rev. Geo. S. Sexton, of our Conference, as Commissioner 
for the building of the Washington City Memorial Church, has moved 
forward steadily and surely toward the goal. Your Co-operation 
is making success possible to him and his gigantic task. 

The increase of Collections over last year is $959.36, which gives 
us cause to rejoice. But with even this increase still the applica- 
tions called for more than twice tlhe amount of money on hand. How 
great is the need for at least full collections! 

According to tlhe instructions of the Conference we selected Rev. 
E. L. Ingrum as a manager of the Tract Society. 
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Your present assessment is $9,025.00, an increase of $2,005.00 over 
last year: But you will remember that 20 per cent, of this assess- 
ment is levied for the Parsonage Aid Fund: So that now you will 

apply to your Board of Church Extension for aid on parsonages, in- 
stead of to your Home Mission Society. 

We have adopted the same scale of apportionment as that of last 
year, assessing the various districts.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 



Your Board notes with pleasure the progress that our Sunday 
Schools have made during the past year, and (especially in our Con- 
ference under the efficient management of our Field Secretary, Rev. 
C. J. Oxley, who on account of serious and continued illness, much to 
our regret, h(as been forced to retire from active work. 

Our Sunday School literature is not excelled by the publications 
of any denomination. The Board iheartily endorses the graded 
courses for the Beginner’s, Primary, Junior and Intermediate classes, 
adapted as they are to the needs of the pupils in each stage of their 
development. The provision made by our Sunday School Editor for a 
department in the magazine for the study of home problems, and in 
The Adult Student for class problems, meets with our unqualified ap- 
proval. 



Wesley Adult Bible Classes. 

Looking to the federation of all adult classes in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, the General Conference, in May, provid- 
ed for the Wesley Adult Bible Class Department. The General 
Sunday School Board has formulated a Constitution for Wesley 
Classes, organized for the training of Christian character for Chris- 
tian service by means of Bible Study, mutual helpfulness, and so- 
cial fellowship. 
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We earnestly recommend that all classes be enrolled in the De- 
partment, that there may be unity of policy and action in this 
movement, that seeks to gather men and women together in Bible 
Study and send them out in helpful service. 

For information concerning the Department and the work of 
organized classes address Rev. Charles D. Bulla, 810 Broadway, 
Nashville, Tennessee. 

We note with pleasure and much concern the movement in- 
augurated by the Texas Sunday Association including all denomi- 
nations, whereby it is planned to make a systematic house to house 
visitation, throughout the entire State one day — February 22, 1911 — 
with a view of extending an in vitation to every person to attend 
some Sunday School. This to be followed with a Statewide Rally Day 
on February 26, 1911, with a slogan of One Million present on that 
day. , 

We do heartily commend this movement and urjge all our min- 
isters, and workers to cooperate in every way to make it a success. 

In response to a cordial invitation from the State Epworth 
League Board, presented by Dr. J. E. Harrison, it was determined 
to ihold a Sunday School Encampment at Epworth-by-the-Sea, be- 
ginning Friday, August 11, 1911, and continuing one week. The 
Trustees of the Encampment have made such provisions in the way of 
financial and other assistance that we are encouraged to plan for 
a large and successful Sunday School encampment. 

The Presiding Elders of the Conference are urged to hold Sun- 
day School Institutes of at least one day either in connection with 
their District Conferences, or apart as they may deem best, in tlhe 
spring and summer of 1911 and the "Board tenders its service in the 
way of furnishing programs, or other help. 

The Board after having a complete statement of the history, 
present condition and prospects of Epworth-by-the-Sea, presented 
to it, respectfully recommends that the Sunday Sdhools of the Con- 
ference devote their collections on one Sunday in March to the de- 
velopment, beautifying and maintenance of the splendid grounds at 
Epworth-by-the-Sea. 

The Board feels deeply bereaved by the death of Brother D. H. 
Abernathy of Pittsburg, Texas, who has been such an active member 
and so enthusiastic in the promoton of the Sunday School work in 
the Conference and throughout the State. 

The Board also had before it a paper on the subject of the 
Sunday School Scholarship Plan of the Southwestern University. 
This worthy movement of our great central Methodist Institution 
shows progress in the right direction and should have the hearty 
support of our people throughout the Conference. 
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The Board calls attention to the State Methodist Sund # ay School 
Conference to be held in Dallas, Texas, next April and urges the 
election of delegates from all our Sunday Schools to the same. 

The Board heartily endorses the Tract Publication Society and 
agrees to assume its share of the support of this Society. 

The Board respectfully asks this Conference to assume an as- 
sessment of Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars for the cur- 
rent expenses.

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD 

* 

The Encampment at Epworth deserves our closest attention. 
Every summer a great host of Methodist young people are gathered 
together there. If they can be brought into close touch with Metho- 
dMst 'doctrine and institutions, through bible study and other class work 
the gain to the church in Texas will be incalculable. The program 
this year is to aim at giving each visitor a clear conception 
of the usefulness of the League to the church and the pastor. The 
State Cabinet is laying plans not only to draw larger crowds but also 
to s-end those who come away with better equipment as churchmen. 

On the encampment grounds there is a debt of $7000 out of an in- 
vestment of $40,000. This could be paid easily were it not for the 
fact that tfhe League is momentarily eclipsed by adult organized 
Sunday School work. But discerning pastors see that the Sunday 
School is doing so well only because the League in the past has 
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trained a host of leaders, and soon the League must come into its 
glory as an institution designed especially to train the young people 
gathered in through the evangelism of the Sunday School. 

The present duty of the Leaguers is to clear away this trouble- 
some debt on the encampment. The following plan is proposed by 
the Board of Trustees. Let Senior Leagues pay to the Board $1.00 
per member; Junior Leagues 50c per member. The sum that ought 
to be gathered by this plan will be adequate to remove all indebt- 
edness, 'and to add materially to the equipment. But the Board of 
Trustees of Epworth and State Cabinet can’t collect the proper 
sums from all the Leagues without the full cooperation of our 
pastors. Therefore, in view of the importance of the Encampment, 
and the pressing need of paying off this debt, let all our pastors 
join heartily in the Encampment Special Campaign shortly to be 
put before the public by the Board of Trustees. 

We call attention to the A. K. Ragsdale Testimonial Fund. 
Dr. J. E. Harrison has given $100 towards the improvement of Ep- 
worth-by-the-Sea, and he hopes 49 others will join him. This tes- 
timonial ought to have our support. The money is needed and the 
testimonial is worthily bestowed. 

We call your attention to an act of the Board of Trustees by 
which the Epworth League Encampment is broadened into the Texas 
Methodist Encampment. This signifies that the Encampment is 
too valuable to be used only ten days in the year. Other depart- 
ments of church work than the League stand in need of the fa- 
cilities for a Summer Assembly which Epworth affords. The 
Trustees have already announced that the State Sunday School 
Committee has decided to hold a week’s Encampment just after 
the League session, and the Sunday Schools have agreed to con- 
tribute to the improvement of the Epworth grounds. 

The Conference is requested to confirm the appointment of 
Rev. W. J. Johnson and R. M. Kelly as Trustees of Epworth.

REPORT OF BOARD OF BIBLE CAUSE 



We your board recognize our incompetency to express our ap- 
preciation of the real merits of the American Bible Society. The sac- 
redness of its relation to the spread of the gospel can only be fully un- 
derstood by our Lord hims-elf. Only those who have kept up with the 
workings of this great force can appreciate its great value to the 
Church. If the American Bible Society were to withdraw her aid 
from the Church in the various Mission fields, it would be equal to 
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severing the Church’s right arm. It would be like disarming soldiers 
in the heat of battle. Her beautiful, strong and benevolent band is 
seen in every Mission field. It would tax the skill of mathematical 
science to name the number of Bibles that have fallen from its 
presses. Near two million copies of the sacred scriptures were 
printed and circulated by this great agency last year. We could fill 
this report with thrilling incidents connected with tlhe circulation 
of the Scriptures by this Society in Foreign fields, but here in our 
own Southwest country she has translated the Scriptures into thir- 
ty seven different languages. 

While we are glad to see that we have increased our contribu- 
tion to this cause, this Society has trebled the amount of its expendi- 
tures in this territory in the last three years. 

In view of our need of this Institution and its own just merits, 
we recommend that an assessment upon the Conference of $1,000 
be made and distributed to the districts the same as last year. 

We rejoice to note the completion of the campaign to raise a 
million dollars known as the Mrs. Russell Sage Endowment Fund, 
which means a million dollars that is destined to print, translate and 
circulate Bibles for all time to come. We recommend that the Bishop 
appoint W. H. Crum as conference agent for the American Bible So- 
ciety. 

We cannot close this report without giving a proper recognition 
of the splendid work of our own Brother Glenn Flinn in connection 
with this Society. We feel that much of its success in this territory 
is due to his untiring efforts.

REPORT OF ORPHANAGE BOARD 

The year closing has been one of blessing and of affliction. The 
manager was stricken down at the beginning of the year, but his 
case yielded promptly to surgical treatment and he was soon restored 
to normal health. In June the Home was visited with an epidemic of 
typhoid fever — forty-one cases, continuing through a period of ten 
weeks — but by reason of skillful treatment, faithful nursing and the 
mercy of God, no life was lost. Neither pains nor expense was 
spared in handling the situation, which was fully justified by the re- 
sult achieved. 

During the year, the numbers increased from 122 to 173. Of this 
total number 6 thought to be self-sustaining, have been given em- 
ployment, 6 have been adopted by suitable foster parents, and 27 
placed in good Christian homes, as members of the family, leaving 
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in the Orphanage 134, at the time of tihe annual meeting of the Board 
of Directors. Since that date, 6 others have been adoped, and 16 have 
been added to the number in the Home, which will likely reach 200 
during the year. 

The institution is well served by competent and efficient teach- 
ers, and helpers. The property has been put in excellent repair and 
well furnislhed. The physical condition of the Home, as well as the 
educational and religious advantages, were never better than now. 

The large increase in numbers makes it necessary to add some- 
thing to the assessment, and the Directors have recommended an 
advance of $500, making our assessment $3000 for this cause. 

It is very important that the collections be taken early in the 
year, say during Christmas .holidays, or during the montlhs of January 
and February. By so doing, we save the manager the necessity 
and extra expense of borrowing money to meet the current expenses 
of the Home. 

It is also desirable for the sakes, as well as for the maintenance 
of the Orphans that, every Sunday School and Epworth League be 
brought in sympathetic touch with our Orphanage and make an an- 
nual contribution to tihe same. The Orphanage acknowledges val- 
uable assistance from the Home Mission Societies in the way of 
clothing, canned goods, and other needful supplies, and to these, 
we suggest that moneyed contributions be also made. 

We most heartily commend the administration of Dr. McLean 
and bespeak for him the hearty support and cooperation of all our 
people to make this — Our Methodist Orplhanage — second to none.

Brethren — The exhibit of the Publishing Agents of our Church 
shows an increase in sales and profits, both at Nashville and at 
Dallas. This is gratifying, for, according to Page 422 of tfhe Dis- 
cipline, the object of the Publishing House is to advance the cause 
of Christianity by disseminating religious knowledge and useful 
literary and scientific information in the form of books, tracts and 
periodicals.” An increase, therefore, in the business of our Pub- 
lishing House, means the promotion of the cause of Christianity. 

Among tihe periodicals of the Nashville House your committee 
calls attention to the Methodist Review. The quality of the articl-es, 
and the variety of the subjects treated are such that the preacher 
who carefully reads the Review and digests its contents, receives 
the elements of a broad and liberal culture. 
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The consolidation of Our Homes, the Woman’s Missionary- 
Advocate, and Go Forward, into one publication is an experiment 
that ought to succeed. Let our preachers inform our people as to 
this new missionary magazine, and lead in the circulation of it. 

The Editor of the Christian Advocate (Nashville) Dr. T. N. 
Ivey, is a veteran journalist who has readily fitted himself in his 
new position. In view of tlhe great ~ost of publishing the Advocate 
and the Era we ask our Publishing Agents to consider the advisa- 
bility of merging the Era into the Advocate. 

The Dallas house is one of our most important institutions. 
The manager, W. C. Everett, is courteous in. his treatment of the 
preachers, careful in business. The persistent advertisement of 

good books is an agency for good. Let our people buy from 
Smith & Lamar, remembering, too, tthat our Agents are ready to 

secure any 'book from any part of the world.

The Texas Christian Advocate is our friend and ally. The, 
Editor, Rev. G. C. Rankin, D. D., is loyal to Methodist teaching, a 
man of broad culture who maintains himself in his exalted posi- 
tion with discretion and a high degree of usefulness. 

The business, management of this paper is beyond criticism. 
On Wednesday, Nov. 30, 1866, in the city of Galveston, 44 years 
before this conference session opened, Lewis Blaylock began his 
connection with the Texas Christian Advocate. He took hold 
when the paper was a losing investment. He has made the busi- 
ness profitable, and now pays yearly a sum to the worn out preadh- 
ers proportionate to the amount received on. subscriptions. If the 
publisher will start a campaign for 30,000 subscribers, the Texas 
Conference Preachers will join him in pushing the canvass to a 
successful conclusion. 

We ask the editor of the League Page in the Advocate to in- 
sert every week a brief outline of the Senior and Junior League 
lessons. 

We endorse the Texas Tract Society and urge the Society to 
multiply the number of tracts for young people.’ 

The Texas Methodist Historical Quarterly is doing a valuable 
work and ought to be circulated widely.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE SPIRIT- 
UAL STATE OF THE CHURCH 

The Church is of God, and will be preserved to the end 
of time for the promotion of His worship and the due admin- 
istration of His word and ordinances, — the maintenance of Christian 
fellowship and discipline — the edification of believers, and the con- 
version of sinners.” And how best to conserve these ends, is our 
chief aim and purpose. 

But we would emphasize “the conversion of sinners” as our 
chiefest work. Our task, like that of the (great Head of the church, 
is the salvation of men. “For hereunto were we called.” It was 
so understood by the early Christian church. It was so understood 
by the early Methodists. Societies were organized, houses of wor- 
ship built, the Bible studied, prayers made, and every member bur- 
dened with the responsibility of bringing men to a knowledge of 
Jesus Christ in the salvation of their souls. The result was, “There 
were added daily to the church them that were being saved.” 

And the question comes to us, Would not the apostolic method 
bring apostolic results, now and every where? 

Brethren, ours is a favored land. Our people are prosperous, 
and our ministry adequate. But are we getting adequate results? 
Are the spiritualities keeping pace with our material developments? 
Whither are w<e tending? 

We are building more and better churches, multiplying mach- 
inery, and making splendid progress along many lines, but the 
question comes to us, in the light of the comparatively small num- 
ber of accessions by faith, are we increasing our activities for per- 
sonal evangelism — the bringing of men, one by one, to Christ? He 
said if we “follow him” we “catch men” — right along, all the time, 
year in and year out. 

It is not enough that we build and equip our sheep-folds and 
issue invitations for the sheep to come in — we must go out after 
that which is lost “until we find it.” 

Dr. Strong tells us that “less than thirty per cent of our popu- 
lation are regular church attendants, only twenty per cent are 
regular attendants, and fully one half of them never attend any 
church service at all.” 

And now comes another expert in spiritual statistics, Dr. 
Goodell, to tell us that “The percentage of increase in Protestant- 
ism in the last decade has been the smallest of any decade in a 
hundred years.” 
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The sheep are not coming in as they should, and, as under- 
shepherds of the scattered flock of Christ, it is imperative that we 
follow the example of our Chief Shepherd, — and go out after them. 

And just here, we might pause long enough to inquire, Why 
this slowness and indifference on the part of the church to actively 
•engajge in gathering in the sheep? And some one says, Because 
of worldliness in the church. But worldliness is a result and not 
a cause. And we venture to affirm that this tidal wave of world- 
liness that is sweeping over our country is due, in Uhe main, to the 
fact that we are departing from the apostolic methods of personal 
evangelism, private and family prayer, systematic and persistent 
Bible study, and ceaseless prayer and supplication on the part of 
the church for the salvation of all men. The work of bringing 
men to Christ has been largely delegated to the preacher, t)he Bible 
has become, to the majority of our people, a sealed volume, or at 
most, merely a text or reference Book, and our home altars have 
fallen into decay. 

If Paul was right when he said “Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God,” the cause of this wide-spread spirit 
of worldliness is not far to be sought. Let us rescue our lost Bible 
from the ruins of our old temples of neglect and put it back into 
its place of honor. The example of the Bereans, “searching the 
Scriptures daily to see if these things be so,” will bring Berean re- 
sults, any time, anywhere. 

And this brings us face to face with the urgency of a thor- 
ough organization of all our forces along the lines of the thought of 
Christ for his lost world. He is depending upon us, and has made 
no other arrangements. We must not fail him. 

Our equipment is splendid, and the promised power is at hand. 
We have enough reserve forces in our organizations, — the Sunday 
school, Epwortlh League, the Laymen’s Movement, the Women’s 
Societies, the Board of Stewards, etc., to save the whole commu- 
nity and to send out the light to our uttermost borders. Our 
churches thus organized and trained would 'become as irresistible as 
the very Word of God and we would surely accomplish that where- 
to we are called. Believers would be edified, sinners saved, and 
“the masses” would flock to our altars like doves to their windows. 

But this awakening will not come to us unexpectedly or un- 
sought. We must prepare the way before it by laying the burden 
where it belongs, — upon the Church, and bringing about the 
conditions that made tihe early Church triumphant. In fact, this 
spirit of evangelism, that is to replace the old mistaken, misleading, 
God-dishonoring spurt of an annual effort, can only come by the 
church committing herself in a definite way to the work, and 
bending to the task with ceaseless prayer — until we come into one- 
ness with the mind of Christ and under the power of the Holy 
Ghost. As Fenelon aptly says: “We must get out of self and into 

God. This is the whole of religion.” 
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And we believe that when we pastors return to our people with 
the call, “The fields are white already unto the lharvest, — come let 
us thrust in the sickle!” they will offer themselves willingly, when 
once they catch the vision. For people, like preachers, enthuse 
over tihe thought of personal responsibility and a chance to do 
something. And they are beginning to weary of the ceaseless cir- 
cling of so-called “church work,” so much of which gets no where 
and accomplishes so little in the matter of getting the people to 
Christ. 

This is a day of heroic action, — of undertaking and doing great 
things and the getting of large dividends; and the church at large 
is beginning to feel that our religious dividends are far too small 
for the capital invested and the interests involved. And we must 
let the church launch out in the full sweep of iber power, or see her 
seized with slow death by stagnation and paralysis. 

These beautiful temples of worship, the habitual assembling of 
ourselves together, the preaching of the preacher, the singing of 
the singers, the praying of the pray-ers, and the paying of the pay- 
ers, will have a fearful reaction upon us if the church move not 
forward in the one great purpose of her calling — the bringing of 
men to Christ. As Hugh Price Hughes tersely phrased it, “our 
business is not to coddle the saints, but to collar the sinners.” 

And we believe that any church that meets the conditions and 
pays the price will have a continuous, year around revival that will 
startle the church into new life and make the world marvel at the 
results. “More than we ask or think” the promise reads. 

And we believe, furthermore, there is not a God-called pastor 
in Methodism who cannot institute this kind of a revival amongst 
his people — who cannot “do the work of an evangelist,” — who can- 
not thus “make full proof of his ministry.” God never called a 
man to his ministry whom the Holy Ghost will not qualify for the 
work of soul saving if only he will pay the price for the “quali- 
fication.” 

Therefore, we recommend the following to the prayerful con- 
sideration of our brethren, to-wit: 

WHEREAS, we ttiave seen the utter inadequacy of professional 
and periodic spurts of evangelism; and 

WHEREAS, we believe our pastors are fully equal to the de- 
mands of leadership in the church of God, and that He is anxious 
to honor them in this capacity; and 

WHEREAS, we believe our people are willing and ready 
accept their share of the responsibility and undertake their part in 
this great forward movement; therefore be it 
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RESOLVED (1) That we begin early in the Conference year 
to plan and pray and work for a sane, Scriptural and perpetual re- 
vival throughout our bounds. 

RESOLVED (2) That we emphasize as never before the meth- 
ods, doctrines and customs of the apostolic church and our Meth- 
odist fathers, — such as, plain Scriptural preaching, daily Bible read- 
ing and study, the family altar, the class meeting, organization for 
personal work, cottage prayer meetings, house-to-house visitation, 
and ceaseless prayers and supplications for all men, — to the end 
that our church may focalize her energies definitely, persistently 
and prayerfully upon the great work of bringing men to Christ.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH 

OBSERVANCE 



The Christian Sabbath is co-equal with the existence of man. It 
has come down to us through the ages as an institution of God, and 
sacred to man. 

It is essential to man in every relation of life. His physical, 
mental and moral structure demands the septenary arrangement of 
time. 

This fact has been recognized throughout the past by the State 
as well as the Church. The State has supported the church in pre- 
serving the Sanctity of this day. The Judicial department of this 
Commonwealth has always upheld the Constitutionality of tlhe law 
of the Sabbath, which protects it against tlhe encroachments of Com- 
mercialism and pleasure seeking. 

In the early history of this country the law of England, known 
as the 29th Charles 2, Chapter 7th, was in force. Since that time, 
as one state after another has come into the Union, they have, with 
the exception of three States, enacted laws to preserve the Sanctity 
of the Sabbath, and protect religious services against the noise and 
bustle of worldly business and pleasure. 

Never, in the history of our Civilization has the Sabbath been 
so threatened as at the present time. 

It is now being, to a very large degree, made a day for Com- 
mercial speculation and self indulgence. Corporations ply their 
trades, organizations transact business and the pleasure loving en- 
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gage in sports, games, and plays. We especially condemn Sunday 
excursions, Sunday baseball and football games, hunting, fishing, 
picture shows, theatrical shows, all kinds of racing, and the opening 
of fairs on Sunday. 

We are in hearty sympathy with the work of the Sunday League 
of America, and endorse the efforts which are being made by the 
Revs. Ed. Thomson and R. C. Armstrong, to secure such legisla- 
tion as shall eliminate the above specified evils. 

And we pledge ourselves as a religious body, to cooperate with 
these brethren as opportunity affords. We recommend that Revs. 
J. W. Moore, and W. F. Packard and Hons. T. S. Garrison and 
Cone Johnson, be appointed a legislative committee to cooperate 
with similar committees appointed by the other Texas Annual Con- 
ferences. 

We further recommend that our pastors preach on Sabbath Ob- 
servance at as early date as they may find practical, and take a 
collection for said Memorial fund and forward same to Rev. Edward 
Thomson, Fort Worth, Texas. 

Whereas, we believe that the maintenance of our Christian 
Sabbath is of the most paramount importance. 

Therefore, be it Resolved, First, that the press of our church 
be requested to speak frequently and strongly for the sacred- 
ness of the Sabbath, and against the evils herein specified, as well 
as every other phase of Sabbath desecration. 

Resolved, Second, that it is the sense of this Conference that 
public conveyances should not be used for travel, except in cases 
of extreme necessity.

The official roll contains no date. Some blots mar an other- 
wise well kept record.

SUBSTITUTE FOR SOUTHWESTERN 
UNIVERSITY REPORT 



Various papers touching the Southwestern University were read 
by the secretary, and the following paper as a substitute for all of 
them was adopted: 

“Whereas, The development of the State of Texas and the prog- 
ress of the Methodist Episcopal Church South and tlhe educational 
sentiment in Texas are such that the demands for education can not be 
met by the existing institutions with their present facilities, and inas- 
much as the enlargement of our plans is imperative, rendering a 
readjustment of our educational policies desirable; and therefore be 
it resolved, 

“1. That tfhis conference ask the presiding bishop and the pre- 
siding elders to nominate for election by this conference two laymen 
and two preachers, who, in conjunction with similar commissioners 
from such other annual conferences as may see fit to co-operate in 
the movement, shall duly consider this question and take such action 
as they may deem wise. 

“2. That this commission, when so elected, slhall, at the call 
of the bishops in charge of the Texas Conference, meet and organize, 
and shall have full power to consider and determine the question of the 
establishment of a university as above described, and to proceed to 
establish the same as soon as they deem wise. 

“3. This commission shall have power to consider and determine 
the location of said university, to accept or reject the proposition sub- 
mitted by the city of Dallas or such as may be submitted by any other 
city of Texas. 

“4. That if this commission shall find that tlhe establishment of 
such a new institution is impracticable, it be empowered and directed 
to take such steps for the enlargement of Southwestern University 
at Georgetown as will meet tlhe pressing and growing demands of 
our times. 
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“5. The commission shall have the power to determine the rela- 
tion of existing institutions to the proposed university and the estab- 
lishment of other institutions of learning and their relation to the 
same; provided, its action shall be in harmony with the provisions of 
the general Board of Education of our church touching the classifica- 
tion of schools. In any event the commission shall have power to 
determine the relation of existing institutions and such as shall here- 
after be established to each other in our educational system. 

Four Years* Tenure. 

“ 6 . This commission shall exist for four years, and all vacancies 
occurring during the interim of the conference’s session s/hall be filled 
by the board of education of the annual conference by which the mem- 
ber was elected. Said newly elected member shall hold office until the 
session of the annual conference, at which time the vacancy shall be 
filled by the process prescribed in its creation. 

•‘7. In the event a new institution is founded, this commission 
is hereby empowered to act as a Board of Trustees of the said univer- 
sity, in harmony with the laws of the church and the State of Texas, 
until the participating annual conferences shall make provision for a 
Board of Trustees to further carry out their will. 

“It is thereby expressly stated that we indorse the work which is 
being done in Southwestern University at Georgetown, and in- 
struct said commissioners to make provision for its continuance, with 
the present equipment, and, as far as practicable, provide for the 
enlargement of the same in the future.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 
AND STATE-WIDE PROHIBITION 

First, the open saloon is the enemy of culture, civil institutions, 
public good, home and the church. It stands in active opposition 
to everything that makes for tfhe home life and good of the church. 
The New York Tribune recently said: “The liquor traffic depends 

upon debauched manhood, wronged womanhood and defrauded child- 
hood. It holds a mortgage over every cradle, a deed written in the 
heart’s blood of every human life.” 

This is a severe indictment, but it is sustained by all authorities, 
whether they be scientific, medical, political or religious. The licensed 
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liquor business is utterly indefensible from any sane standpoint. It 
is the enemy of all classes, rich or poor, high or low; all trades and 
vocations, because it fosters bad social conditions, pauperism, insanity 
and crime. 

With the thoughtful Christian there can be but one attitude to- 
ward this traffic, that of uncompromising warfare. Jesus said: “Ren- 

der unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s and unto God the things 
that are God’s.” The best Christian is a good citizen and the best 
citizen is a good Christian. Every Christian owes duties to his church 
and denomination. The same man owes duties to civil government 
that he cannot ignore. 

It appears now that the voters of Texas will be permitted to 
ratify or reject next, a constitutional amendment forever prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 

In view of this prospect, it behooves every Christian and human- 
itarian to unite with each other in making conditions that will secure 
the ratification of constitutional prohibition. We therefore offer the 
following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, that we warn our people not only against in- 
temperance of all kinds, but also against papers and circulars wihich 
bring liquor literature and advertisement into the homes. 

2. Resolved, second, that we use all our influence to keep out fac- 
tional fights, partisan politics and divisions of all kinds and that we 
pull to one great end; that Methodists pay their poll tax and lay aside 
all minor differences and stand true on the main issue. 

Resolved third, that we endorse Rev. George C. Rankin for his 
fearless stand and the great fight which ihe is making in the Home 
and State and the Texas Christian Advocate. 

Resolved fourth, that we pledge the Texas Anti-Saloon League 
our hearty co-operation, both financially and morally. The League 
is non-political and non-partisan and is the most dreaded organization 
that has ever confronted the liquor business. The liquor journals 
everywhere pronounce it such. We therefore should urge our people 
to give it active support.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LAYMEN’S 
MISSIONARY MOVEMENT 

As we approach the consideration of the work of the laymen in 
the Texas Conference, through the channel of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement, we can but feel that wdiile we have not yet really 
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begun to approach the fulfillment of our obligations as laymen, yet 
there is a feeling of gratification that the prqgress made since our first 
meeting three years ago. has been so upward in its tendency each year 
as to indicate the ultimate success of the plan and demonstrate that 
the ideas of those who began the movement were founded upon a 
rational basis, and one that will in due course bring all of the laymen 
of tihe church actively into the field for the promotion of the cause 
of our Lord. We have seen, in going this far, that the purpose of 
the movement — the evangelization of the world in this generation — is 
capable of accomplishment, even if we do no more than to progress 
with the same ratio of success that has been attained since the begin- 
ning of the movement in the Texas conference. We have much to 
encourage us. We feel that there is less opposition on the part of 
our people .generally to the introduction of this new method of 
securing missionary funds than was the case a few years ago, and 
as our preachers come to recognize the fact that one of the functions 
of this movement is to relieve them of the unfair bnrden that has been 
placed upon them in the raising of the claims of the Conference, and 
seeing that it is no new organization, but merely a stronger backing 
to them, are rallying to its support, and we believe the time will 
be not far distant when every one of our preachers will stand behind 
the laymen’s movement, and welcome it as his right hand of power. 
And we appeal to our preachers that in selecting their church and 
charge leaders they see to it that these leaders are men known to be 
of sound piety in their neighborhoods, and men who will not only 
perform the duties of the office, but will actively lead in all of the 
missionary offices of the church. Taking the past as an earnest of 
what may be expected in the future, we pledge the laymen of this 
Texas conference to redoubled efforts and unabated energy until we 
have done our part toward reaching the last man who has not yet 
heard the word .of our Master. 

We submit the following recommendations: 

1. We recommend to our churdh and charge leaders that they 
secure church committees -of active, discreet individuals to at once 
canvass their memberships for the purpose of ascertaining the 
amounts that each individual will contribute during the year to the 
cause of missions, and we recommend to our pastors that immediately 
upon their return home from conference they call a church conference 
in order that the missionary committee may be selected and assume 
its duties without unnecessary delay, and we further recommend that 
the church and charge leaders, together with the missionary com- 
mittee of the church, take upon themselves the responsibility of rais- 
ing, at as early a date as possible, all of the benevolent assessment* 
against the several dharges. 

2. We urge upon our church and charge leaders and missionary 
committees that, in adopting plans for the raising of the benevolences 
and special missionary .offerings, they do not stop until every mem- 

I 
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ber of their church has been personally canvassed and given an oppor- 
tunity for making an offering, however small it may be. 

3. Recognizing the necessity for the education of our people 
along missionary lines, and recognizing the pastor as the greatest 
force in our church for reaching the people, we urge upon him that 
he pneach missionary sermons as often as practicable, and further 
urge upon our leaders that they secure a supply of missionary litera- 
ture from Dr. C. F. Reid, 810 Broadway, Nashville, Tenn., and s>ee to 
it that this literature is personally placed in tlhe hands of the members 
of their church. Particularly do we recommend “The Christian’s Re- 
lationship to Money,” by W. B. Stubbs, and Bishop Key on “Tithing,” 
and that when the “Every-Member” canvass is made that this literature 
be carried and distributed. 

4. We are deeply appreciative of the interest our presiding elders 
have shown and the encouragement they have given to the various 
District Leaders in their efforts to develop the work to the fullest 
extent in their districts. We have found them willing to give time 
to it at the district conferences, and we will be appreciative of the 
continuance of their co-operation. W<e are particularly thankful to 
them for their painstaking care in keeping a correct record of the 
names and addresses of the several charge leaders elected at their 
quarterly conferences, and for their courtesy in furnishing same 
to the conference and district leaders. 

5. We warmly recommend our district leaders to call a meeting 
of the several charge leaders at as 'early a date as possible after the 
adjournment of this Conference for the purpose of agreeing upon 
and putting into operation a plan of work in their several districts to 
the end that every church within the bounds of the Texas Conference 
may have a service on every Sunday during the ensuing year, thus 
bringing into active existence the latent efforts of capable laymen 
to speak to people who are without a preacher. 

6. We request that tfhe names and addresses of the conference 
leaders, vice leaders and the several district leaders be published in the 
minutes of this conference. (See note, p. 75). 

7. We request the presiding elders to arrange the dates for tiheir 
district conferences so that no conference will be in session the last 
or first days of any month, it being impracticable for business men 
to leave their business at that time of the month; and we ask their 
co-operation to the end that no two district conferences be held on 
the same date. 

8. It is gratifying to note the generous attendance upon this 
conference of the laymen, and we urge our leaders, presiding elders 
and pastors to make a special effort to increase this number at the 
coming conference. 
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9. We are gratified that the laymen of this conference have 
pledged themselves to this year increase the missionary collections of 
the church for home and foreign work twenty-five per cent and 
we urge church leaders to at once begin the work of securing these 
amounts from their respective congregations. 

10. W e recommend that the promises of our former confer- 
ence leader, M. D. Fields, and Brother D. H. Abernathy, made at 
the Laymen’s Missionary Conference at Dallas last spring, to cover 
the expenses of the executive committee, be redeemed, and that the 
expenses of the conference leader he provided for by the various dis- 
trict leaders. 

We desire to thank our Bishop and the committee on public 
worship for providing place and time for this special service during 
this conference. 

Whereas, our Father has seen fit to call to his reward our be- 
loved brother, D. H. Abernathy of Pittsburg, and whereas, his life 
was given to the service of our Common Lord and for the upbuilding 
of every movement that tended to bring men into the fold of God, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, that in his death the Laymen’s Missionary movement 
has lost one of its leaders whose place will be hard to fill, and the 
State one of its best citizens. We extend to his family our heart 
sympathy, and rejoice to know that in the hour of their affliction 
they have our God to lean upon; be it further 

Resolved, that a copy of these resolutions be presented, after 
their adoption, to the annual conference to be read, and that a request 
be made that they be printed in the conference minutes, and the 
Texas Christian Advocate. 

Whereas, we have learned with regret that our conference leader. 
Brother M. D. Fields, has been forced to give up his work during the 
middle of the year because of ill health, therefore be it 

Resolved, that we extend to Brother Fields our sympathy in his 
affliction and pray God that he may be restored to health, that his 
Hte may be made fuller of service for mankind and ihis counsel once 
more given to his brethren. 

Resolved, that this resolution, after adoption, be presented in the 
Annual Conference to be read and that a Request be made that it be 
printed in the minutes of this Annual Conference.

REPORT OF THE W. F. M. SOCIETY OF 
THE TEXAS CONFERENCE 

The sixty-seven auxiliaries in this conference supported during 
this year fourteen scholarships in the foreign fields and have seven 
Bible women at work, raising for all purposes $4,486.77. 

Miss Laura Proctor, our candidate for Foreign Mission work, 
had to give up her training in Scarritt B. & T. school on account of 
ill health, but will re-enter for the January term, her health having 
been fully restored. 

Miss Jarrett from our Conference, is now at Scarritt, and Miss 
Minnie Smith will go for the January term, making three new candi- 
dates preparing for the field. 
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Since March 24 auxiliaries have been organized, adding about 50 
per cent to our membersihip, much of this organizing having been 
done by our conference organizer, Miss Cora Posey. 

During 1909-1910, Miss Rogers of China, our missionary supported 
by Marlin district, was at home on furlough, and gave valuable 
service to the cause, visiting and speaking to our congregations, and 
we are rejoicing this year at having at home Miss Mattie Ivey of 
Korea, another of our Texas Conference missionaries who will visit 
over our conference in the interest of the work. (Pastors please take 
notice). 

Our Conference is advancing as never before, and the advance is 
along all lines. For the first time in our history, a district (Marlin) 
and an auxiliary (Tyler) are eaclh supporting a missionary in addi- 
tion to paying the regular dues, etc. 

These are two of the many evidences of the awakening of our 
women to a sense of their great privilege in this work. The women 
of Texas Conference Foreign Missionary Society are loyal, and are 
doing what they can to forward the work in this department as plan- 
ned by the last general Conference.

STANDING RULES OF THE TEXAS 
CONFERENCE 

1. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a committee to nomi- 
nate tfhe Boards and Standing Committees of this Conference from 
time to time. 

2. The Committee on Memoirs shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

3. The Committee on Admissions shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed and shall 
ihold four years. 

4. The editor and publisher of the Conference Journal shall be 
elected by the conference at the same time the other boards and com- 
mittees are appointed and shall hold four years. 

5. All reports of committees and boards, and resolutions pre- 
sented to the conference shall be made in duplicate, one for the sec- 
retary and one for the editor of the minutes; and tthe memoirs of 
deceased preachers shall be in triplicate, so that there may be one 
for the editor of the General Minutes also. 
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6. The Presiding Elder of each district shall be required to fur- 
nish tihe secretary, as early in the year as he can, an official copy of 
tihe assessments made for the conference collection by the district 
stewards against each charge in his district, including the assessment 
for the presiding elder and preacher in charge, and these assessments 
shall be copied by the secretary in the statistical tables of the con- 
ference, and shall be official. 

That when, owing to tihe division of a charge, or for any other 
cause, any changes are made in the assessments of a charge as first 
made, the presiding elder shall report the change at once to the sec- 
retary, so that he may make the correction in tihe tables. 

7. The secretaries and treasurers of the boards and committees 
shall combine their reports into one, so that there shall only be one 
report for each board or committee, and that the Joint Board of 
Finance apportion all the assessments. 

8. Each presiding elder shall appoint an auditor for his district. 

And the pastors shall hand to the auditor of the district in which 
they are, their statistical reports by noon the second day of the con- 
ference session. The list of auditors shall be given the conference 
secretary for record in the conference minutes. 

9. The auditor shall compare carefully all statistical reports both 
with the official assessments and with the treasurer’s books or re- 
ceipts. He shall call attention to all errors and assist in correcting 

same, and he shall turn in these reports to the statistical secretary at . | 

once. 

10. The treasurer of this conference shall close this books for 
receipt of money for the conference year at 12 o’clock noon sharp 
on the third day of the conference session. All moneys coming to 
him after this time shall be disposed <of as if of the following year. 

11. Pastors reporting moneys to the conference treasurer later 
than noon sharp of tihe third day of the conference session shall not 
enter such amounts so reported in their statistical reports of the cur- 
rent year, but they shall be reserved for the ensuing conference year.

MEMOIRS 

REV. T. T. BOOTH 



Rev. T. T. Booth, enfeebled by age, and worn by sickness, fell 
on sleep, the sweet sleep that God gives His beloved, and was gathered 
to his Fathers November 1st, 1910. Thus passed from the church 
militant to the church Triumphant, from the Texas Conference to the 
General Assembly and church of the first born, which are written in 
heaven, a valiant Soldier of the Cross. 

Brother Booth was born in Limestone county, Ala., August the 
12th, 1840. He came of religious parents, and as might have been 
expected, was converted and joined the Methodist Church at the early 
age of fourteen years. He became from the first a faithful and active 
member, and when God called him to preach he was close enougih to 
hear the call, and consecrated enough to answer. He was licensed to 
preach in 1869 in Rusk, Texas, by Rev. L. P. Lively, and was ad- 
mitted on trial in tihe East Texas Conference in the late fall of 1876, 
and was at this conference ordained as a local deacon by Bishop 
Doiggett. The conference was held at Henderson, Texas. He was sent 
tihat year and the two succeeding years to the Palestine circuit. Then 
one year to the Crockett circuit, then three on the Kickapoo circuit, 
and next a quadrennium on the Larissa circuit. In 1888-89 was on 
the Jacksonville Mission. From here he was returned to the Larissa 
circuit for the next two years. For the years 1892 and 1893 we find 
him on theWhitehouse circuit. Tn the years 1894, 1895 and 1896 he 
was stationed at Cedar Street, Tyler. From this appointment he went 
to Lufkin Station for 1897. Then followed two more years on Jack- 
sonville, then three on the Kilgore, and one on Big Sandy Mission, 
and then back to Cedar Street, Tyler, for the years 1904 and 1905. 

This closed <his active ministry. He was granted the superannuated 
relation at tlhe conference in Pittsburg in 1905. It will be seen that 
the twenty-nine years of Brother Booth’s active ministry was con- 
fined to ten pastoral charges, eight of them being circuits, and two 
stations. The circuits were, with one exception, large and involving 
much hard travel and long sieges of protracted meetings, and almost 
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continual absence from home. In all these instances whether on sta- 
tions, circuits, or missions, tlhe salary was small. But he had counted 
this as part of entering the ministry, and it is doubted if any man 
ever heard one word .of complaint fall from his lips. His was a suc- 
cessful ministry, and to those who knew him the cause was not far 
to seek. 

Nature had done well by him. His was a splendid physique. A 
body large, symmetrical and sinewy, and capable of highest phy- 
sical endurance. He had a fine intellect, and while his early educa- 
tional advantages were meager, yet by close attention to good reading, 
and the study of men and nature, he became a well informed man, and 
strong expounder of the word of God, and when he stood in the 
pulpit his commanding appearance and calm voice gained and held tihe 
attention of men. 

He was a man of faith. He believed with all his heart the gospel 
he preached and because he did, and because he prayed, wrestled with 
God, he had power, and prevailed with God and men, and men re- 
pented and turned to God, and God turned to tihem and heard their 
prayers, and many, very many, were spiritually born. Brother Booth 
was married at a little past twenty years old, to Miss A. E. Vinson, 

and they became the parents of eleven children, and to her and the 

bringing up of a good family is to be attributed much of the success 
attending him in his God chosen work. 

While he traveled large circuits on small pay they stayed at (home, 
and run the farm, supplementing the salary so that they were never 
in want. But his work is done*, or at least he has ceased from labor. 
When the end came he met it like a hero. He saw the king of ter- 
rors, but was not afraid, and gave fortfh the shout of a victor. He 
came to the valley of shadows with a faith that death could not slhake, 
and a hope that flamed and chased the shadows and lighted i'ts way, 

and leaning on his Lord, he passed from our view in a halo of glor- 

ious triumplh. “He believed God and his faith was counted for right- 
eousness,” and “By it he being dead yet speaketh.” His wife and 
eight children survive him.

Rev. W. W. Me Anally was born in Memphis, Tenn., February 11th, 
1837. Moved with his parents in early life to Texas. He was con- 
verted and joined the M. E. Church South in the year 1858. Was 
licensed to exhort by Rev. John Adams, near Jacksonville, Texas., in 
1877. He was licensed to preach also by Rev. John Adams, in 1882. 
He joined the East Texas Conference at Tyler, Texas, in 1883. He

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Thus closed the career of one of the. most faithful members of 
the Texas Conference. Brother Me Anally was a man of deep convic- 
tions, and on those convictions he built a strong Christian character.

He loved the ohurch and gave to her the best service of 
which he was capable. He believed in the great fundamentals of our 
Holy Religion, and he preached a safe and sound gospel.

D. H. ABERNATHY 

Silently as the night dews fall, the passing years slip from us, 
and roll off into the changeless past. As surely as God lives, and as 
men love, these passing years bear us on to the end of our journey 
where burdens are laid down and crowns are given. Amid 
lengthening shadows, and under over-arching skies, the hosts 
march on, and friends and loved ones fall out of rank, and lie down to 
quiet sleep and dreamless slumber. Smiles and tears, glad greetings 
and tender farew r ells, happy reunions and sad partings mingle in our 
lives, and leave with us memories tender and sad as tlhe years go by. 
Sometimes we meet in glad reunions and greet each other with warm 
hand clasp and words of good cheer; then again we walk in loneliness 
and weep for comrades dear whose faces we will see no more. To- 
day, the bright sunshine fills the heart with gladness and son;g, to- 
morrow, the sky is overcast and tlhe clouds are dark and frowning. 
In the glad reunions and delightful fellowship of our annual gather- 
ing, we have not forgtotten those who have “passed on ahead,” and who 
have gained the crown that awaits God’s faithful saints. Among those 
who are missed from our gathering this year is a worthy layman, whose 
love for the church was unbounded, and whose interest never flagged. 
D. H. Abernathy, the strong, capable, efficient, manly Christian 
worker, lhas fallen at his post, and we meet today to speak of his 
useful life and consecrated service. 

D. H. Abernathy was born in the state of Arkansas, May 7th, 
1858, and died October 9, 1910. His parents were of good old sturdy 
stock, and bequeathed to their children strength of body and mind 
that gave them natural fitness for great tasks and undertakings. 
Our fallen brother was a man of fine pihysique, of commanding ap- 
pearance, of vigorous mind and genial spirit. He had the respect and 
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confidence of those who knew him best, and was loved and honored 
far beyond the borders of his home town. He was attentive to his 
chosen work, and built up a business of which any man might be 
proud. 

There were few men to whom Paul’s words, “Let everything be 
done decently and in order,” meant more. His business, his 
Sunday School, his churdh work, his home, duties were all directed 
and managed with consummate skill and orderly precision like well 
regulated machinery. 

Although born in a Christian home and of godly parents, there 
came a time in his life when he was strongly tempted to throw away 
all belief in revealed religion, and to discredit all that we hold dear 
as Christians. When a young man, well settled in business, with 
an interesting family and a happy home, the temptation came strong 
and insidious, and after several years of vacillation and discontent 
and professed unbelief, there came the time when he said to him- 
self: “It is not honest or fair to condemn religion and reject it with- 
out giving it a fair trial, and if my position is true, it will not suffer 
by investigating the other side of the question, and I’ll do it before 
T utterly reject it.” And he did try it, and God wonderfully answered 
his inquiry. Paul’s conversion was not clearer, or more satisfactory 
than was that of our fallen brother; nor was Paul’s vision of the 
Christ more real and satisfying than was his. From the day when 
as a strong, stalwart, splendidly developed young man of thirty, he 
opened his heart for Christ to enter, and felt the joy of pardoned 
sin, down to the day of his death, ihe was a bright, cheery Christian, 
with no place in his heart for doubt or distrust, but was bouyant, hope- 
ful and consecrated. His religion an every day delight. Not just 
for Sundays and stated occasions, but in his home, in his place of 
business, on the street, everywhere you found him, he was the same 
true, devoted Christian. His walk home, from his store led him over 
what was known as “the Old Red Hill,” and from its summit he had 
many a wondrou-s vision. Often when the day’s work was ended and 
he turned his feet homeward, when he would gain the crest of the hill, 
he would stop and look on the glories of the gorgeous sunset, and see 
God in the glowing clouds and beautiful landscape, and his own face 
would shine and glow like the scene before him; and with quickened 
step and shining face, he would go on his way reflecting the glory 
of the vision he had seen. Such experiences were not infrequent, 
nor unusual. He saw God everywhere and in everything, and often 
with eyes swimming in tears, and lips trembling with emotion, he 
would make one feel that he just had a vision of his risen Lord, and 
had just come from the banquet- hall of God’s saints. 

He loved his church, and was devoted to all her interests, and gave 
the same wise, faithful service to it that he gave to his business. 
Time, means and service were given with unstinted hand, and he re- 
joiced in her triumph, and was glad of her victories. The service that

he gave to the church was marked by intelligent and efficient leader- 
ship. Nowhere did these qualities shine out more brightly than in 
his work in the Sunday School, of which he was the superintendent 
for more than twenty years. To it he gave (his best thought and study 
and work, and year by year it grew into larger usefulness and became 
more thoroughly organized until it, and his work were known far and 
wide. This same spirit of devotion and intelligent service marked his 
life in all of his church work. As a member Of the executive com- 
mittee of the Laymen’s movement, as a member of this conference 
for years, and as an active officer in his (home church and a ready 
helper in every good enterprise inaugurated by his church and pastor, 
he could be counted on all the time. 

He was a trustworthy leader. His service to his church and to 
his God was not grudgingly given, nor was i f slightingly performed. 
Not just what (he could spare of time and service and means was 
given, but he took the position that these claims were the worthiest 
and entitled to the best, and he gave to them his best. Long journeys 
were made, large contributions of money given and much time — run- 
ning even into weeks without a break, were but a part of (his efficient 
service that marked his useful life. 

He had a big soul, a warm heart and strong faith. No thoughtful 
or observant person could have been thrown with him in his Sunday 
Sdhool work, or heard him in his addresses in the interest of the Lay- 
men’s work, and not be impressed with the fact that he had caught 
a vision of our risen Lord, and that he enjoyed sweet communion with 
Him “who though unseen, yet we love.” His eyes swimming in tears, 
his lips with unutterable emotion, his face shining with a radiance from 
the upper world, declared with wonderful emphasis, the reality of 
his religion, and the blessedness of service to God. 

His home life was beautiful. As son, husband, father, he met 
every requirement completely and showed himself the same 
earnest, devoted, consecrated Christian that he was everywhere else. 

It seems so strange that one so capable, and so much needed, 
should have been called at a time when he was in position to be so 
useful and we will often find ourselves wishing for Ihis good help and 
wise counsel, but “his crown was ready, and he could not stay away 
from the coronation.” His work will abide, and we thank God for 
his life so full and his memory so blessed. 

MARY ALETHA GARDNER 

Mary Aletha Gardner, wife of Rev. D. W. Gardner, a member of 
this conference, departed this life March 16, 1910, at Wheelock, Texas. 

Mary Aletha Raines was born in Arkansas August 11, 1869, and 
soon after her birth the family moved to Texas. When a young girl 
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she gave her heart to God, and united with the M. E. Church South, at 
Quitman, Texas, under the ministry of Rev. J. M. Sweeton. As s(he 
gave her heart, so sihe gave her life and service, — as a girl, as a woman, 
as a wife and mother. Affectionate and faithful in all these relations; 
modest and unassuming in her deportment; cheerful in disposition, and 
patient under trial and suffering; — she filled her place and did her 
work, and (has gone to her reward. 

On the 30th day of April, 1891, she was united in marriage to 
Rev. D. W. Gardner. To this union six children were born, the fourth 
(a little boy) preceding her to the better world. In her life she knew 
what it was to have the iheart go out in unavailing tenderness and sor- 
row toward a loved little form laid in the cold and silent grave. Many 
of us know what that means. Passing through the dark valley and 
nearing the last river, she knew what it was to have the (heart cling 
with unspeakable longing to the loved ones she was leaving behind.

From the viewpoint of statistics, this is the story of a life, but in 
the compass of these twenty-six years, is a record of wortih and 
goodness, which is a blessing on tihe earth and must be a joy among 
the angels of God. 

If we ask her husband, when did she become a Christian? the an- 
swer will be: ‘‘Sometime before I knew her name.” Taught the things 
of Ghrist and His Church from her days of infancy, she went not 
out from the temple of the Lord, but found her highest joy in faith- 
ful service. In her life and in the religion she taught in every possible 
way to others, there were outstanding evidences of the real, tJhe true 
and the abiding presence of her Lord with whom she walked in sweet 
communion until that summer’s morning when she went home with 
Christ to stay. 

It is not an extravagance to say Sister Davis was a model as 
wife, mother and homemaker.

No wonder she was loved in the pastoral charges where slhe work- 
ed with her husband, no wonder tihe aged and the young grieve at her 
going away, — but we know her influence abides and the memory of her 
life remains to cheer and bless tihrough the years. 
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We know the way that she has gone. A great transition was not 
needful. She only slept in peace to awaken with her Lord; to see 
in His glory, Him whom she had loved and served in the earthly 
journey. 

God (has but opened the gates to receive one of His best beloved; 
and to the husband and the little boy and girl who wait here, the same 
Lord will give her back again in that new morning “when the day 
dawns and the shadows flee away.”
